RESOLUTION 

No. 15-E, dated 25th Oct., 1962. —Contributions from a number of 
organizations and individuals are being received for Armed Forces 
personnel engaged on border operations. The Government of India 
nave decided to set up a fund known as ‘The Border Operations Relief 
Fund’ to which all such contributions will be credited. The fund shall 
be used for providing amenit.es for service personnel who are engaged 
in operations against the Chinese and relieving distress of service 
personnel disabled in these operations and of the dependants of service 
personnel who have sacrificed their lives in these operations or are 
reported missing or taken prisoner. 

2 The fund shall be administered by a Committee composed as 
follows:— 

Chairman —Defence Minister. 

Dy. Chairman —Minister in the Ministry of Defence. 

Members — 

1. Secretary, Ministry of Defence. 

2. Chief of the Army Staff. 

3. Chief of the Naval Staff. 

4. Chief of the Air Staff. 

5. Financial Adviser, Ministry of Finance (Defence), 

6. Adjutant General, Army Headquarters. 

Secretary —Joint Secretary, Ministry of Defence in charge of Welfare 

Work. 

Treasurer —Secretary, I.S.S. & A. Board. 
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3. The fund shall be operated on behalf of the Committee jointly by 
the Secretary and the Treasurer. 

4. The Committee will have the power to co-opt any other person as 
member. 

5. The Committee may lay down the procedure to be followed for 
the administration of the fund. 

6. The I.S.S. & A. Board shall provide the necessary secretarial assist¬ 
ance for the administration of the fund.
